An Alberta Dairy. 


Mr. D. M. Rateliffe’s dairy farm at 
Rig Hiil Springs, west of Calgary, 
has recently been attracting a good 
deal of attention. The 25 miles of 
trail betweea Calgary and Big Hill 
runs for the most part through cattle 
and horse ranches, and at points a 
most extensive view of tke country 
stretching clear tothe base of the 
Rocky Mountains is obtained. The 
farm is magnificiently situated in the 
valley shut in by high tree-clad bluffs, 
and through 
stream which prinvipslly makes the 
place so desirable a situation for 
dairying purposes. A short walk up 
the valley brings une to the source of 
thebrook, or rather to its sources, for 
it is fed by more than one apring. 
The most interesting part of Mr. Rat- 
cliffe’s premises is,however, the dairy. 
This he has most igeniously situated 
above the brook,in such «a manner 
that he can use the water bo*h for 
running his churns and cooling the 
milk. The floor of the cooling room
